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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Vercaemer et al. (US 6,085,838). 

The casing of Vercaemer et al. includes all the limitations of claims 1 and 4 including: 
fist tube (31), second tube overlapping the first (11), and the inner diameters of the 
tubes being substantially equal (figure 7). 

3. Claims 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Cook 
(US 6,328,113). 

The casing of Cook includes all the limitations of claim 6 (claim 1) and claim 8 (claim 
18). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Garifov 
(SU 1 0861 1 8 A) in view of Hoes et al. (US 5,026,074). 

The invention of Garifov includes all the limitations of claim 2 (tubular with thick and thin 
wall sections (1)) with the exception of disclosing a compressible annular member. 
Hoes et al. teaches that compressible annular members (i.e., seals) are well known in 
the well arts to seal well annuli from fluids (background). Thus at the time of the 
invention it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to have 
added the annular seal of Hoes et al. to the tubular of Garifov during operations when it 
would be necessary to seal the annulus around the tubular from flowing fluids. 

Double Patenting 

6. Claims 6 and 8 are directed to the same invention as that of claims 1 and 18 of 
commonly assigned patent US 6,328,1 13 B1 . The issue of priority under 35 

U.S.C. 102(g) and possibly 35 U.S.C. 102(f) of this single invention must be resolved. 

Since the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office normally will not institute an 
interference between applications or a patent and an application of common ownership 
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(see MPEP § 2302), the assignee is required to state which entity is the prior inventor of 
the conflicting subject matter. A terminal disclaimer has no effect in this situation since 
the basis for refusing more than one patent is priority of invention under 35 
U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) and not an extension of monopoly. 

Failure to comply with this requirement will result in a holding of abandonment of 
this application.
